Be it resolved b^j the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That they will, on 
the 5th day of January next, proceed, hy a joint 
vote of the two Houses, to the election of the 
public officers of this Commonwealth. 

Mr. SUDDUTH offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted: 

Whereas, it has pleased the supreme arbiter 
of our destinies, that our fellow senator Sylves- 
ter Harris, should go hence and be known no 
more upon earth among men ; 

And, WHEREAS, we esteemed him to be a man 
of a high order of talents, noble, generous and 
warm hearted. Therefore, 

Resolved by the Senate, "ITiat we offer our sin- 
cere condolence to his family and friends, and as 
an evidence of our respect for bis memory, each 
Senator will wear crape on the left arm for thirty 
days. 

Mr. ANDREWS offered the following, which 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That the committee on the Judiciary 
inqaire into the propriety of enacting a uniform 
mechanics’ lien law, and report by bill or other 
wise. 

Same offered the following which was adopted: 

Resolved, Tliat the committee on County Courts 
inquire into the propriety of limiting the com- 
pensation of county judges, and report by bill or 
otherwise. 

Mr. SILVERTOOTH offered the following, 
which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Auditor be and he is here- 
by requested to furnish to the Senate a statement 
of the accounts between the Treasury and Tran- 
sylvania University, as organized under the act 
of the last Legislature, and also a copy of the 
records or proceedings in an action of said Uni- 
versity against him, determined by the appellate 
court of this commonwealth. 

Mr. FISK offered the following, which was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the committee on the Library 
be and hereby are instructed to report what Stat- 
utes and Law Reports of the other States are

A Senate bill changing the time for holding 
the court of claims in Henry county: passed. 

A Senate bill for the benefit of the sheriffs of 
this commonwealth 

This bill allows the sherifls time until the I.st 
of February, 1858, to pay into the treasury one 
half the amount respectively due from them, on 
account of the revenue for the present year, pro- 
vided their sureties assent in writing before the 
county court clerk; the other half to be paid ns 
now providetl by law. 

Mr. LINDSEY offered an amendment by way 
of substitute. 

This substitute provides that all sheriffs and 
their sureties, against whom the commonwealth 
shall have judgement rendered at the January 
term, 1858, of the fiscal court, for a failure to 
pay their taxes and other assessments i-eqif red 
to be paid before th.at dale, who shall pay the 
same into the treasury by the first day of April, 
1858, shall be released of all damages which 
may be adjudged against them by existing laws; 
and the Auditor may receive any such taxes and 
assessments aforesaid, which ought to have been 
paid by the 15th December, 18.57. at any time be 
fore said first d.ay of April. 1858, in full dis 
charge of any judgment aforesaid. This sub- 
stitute to take effect from and after the 2d -Mon- 
day in January, 1858. 

The bill and substitute were referred to the 
committee on Judiciary, with instretions to re- 
port the same on to-morrow morning at II 
o’clock.

Froni tlie Western Dispatch, Extra, Dec. a. 
Lnter .\en’K from Utah mid the I’litiiiN. 

In consequence of the great interest which is 
felt in relation to affairs in Utah, and upon the 
plains, we hasten to lay the following before our 
renders: 

By the arrival of an express from Ham’s Fork, 
sent in by Waddell, Russell & Co., and also 
bearing government dispatches, we have much 
later news from the plains than that® hich has 
just been published. The expressma* .Mr. Ste- 
phen T. Rannabarger, who was wagon master of 
the train of Messrs. Waddell, Russell & Co., 
which was destroyed bv the .Mormons, left Ham’s 
Fork about 1 o’clock on the morning of No 
vember 1st, and arrived in this city this even- 
ing. 

Mr. Rannabarger had charge of the rattle of 
the destroyed train of Waddell, Russell &. Co., 
but, having only nine men, they were attacked 
by about seventy-five Mormons within two miles 
of Col. Alexander’s command, and the cattle ta- 
ken from him. He informs us that the Mormons 
h.ad burnt the grass in every direction, and that 
the government stock was starving and freezi ng 
to death at the rate of fifteen or twenty per day. 
This is the more seriously felt as the horses 
attached to the battery are from this cause 
already inadequate to the service required of 
tliem. 

The news from Salt Lake, received up to the 
time of the departure of the express, fully con- 
firms the news already received of the determin- 
ed resistance of the Mormons. All of the moun 
tain passes arc strongly fortified, at e.ach of 
which is stationed forty or fifty men, who, in 
iheir position, arc well able to stop the further 
approach of our troops during the winter. 

Col. Alexander had taken three .Mormon pris- 
oners; among them a brother of the notorious 
murderer, W. H Hickman. It was the custom 
of the Mormons to keep a party of camp followers 
constantly in the rear of the troops, for the pur- 
pose of getting all the stock left behind ns strays, 
See. A file of soldiers were concealed in a ra- 
vine to capture one of these parties, and a single 
man sent out as a decoy. The Mormons readily 
took the bait and were led in pursuit of the sin 
glc soldier to the ambush, when the soldiers fired, 
killing one and taking the three prisoners before 
mentioned. 

Col. Johnson was met on the Big Sandy, seven- 
ty miles from Ham’s fork, having under his charge 
and escort all of the government provision trains, 
and also the trains of the different traders, and 
was averaging about ten miles per day, and ex- 
pressed a determination to go into Salt Lake 
City this winter. 

Met Col. Cook with his regimetit of cavalry at 
Grease Wood creek, 12 miles this side of Indc 
pendence rock — was destitute of com for his 
horses; would reach the camp of Col. Alexander 
in 10 or 12 days. 

Forty of Magraw’smen belonging to the wag- 
on road expedition, had been mustered into ser- 
vice. Some of these complain loudly of Magraw’s 
inhumanity toward them, alleging that they h.ad 
been abandoned on the plains 78 or 80 miles 
from assistance, without provisions. 

It was thought that all the teamsters on the 
road would be mustered into service. 

Jesse Jones was a prisoner in Salt Lake Citv, 
enjoying the freedom of the place, but restricie’d 
from going beyond its limits. 

The .Mormons say that they will fight to the 
death ic defense of their city if the troop.s at- 
tempt an entrance this winter, and that in the 
spring they will burn the city and go to the moun- 
tains, where they have provisions to last them 
four or five years 

Mr. Rannabarger came through alone a dis- 
tance of 1,200 miles; passed through about one 
hundred lodges of Indians, but was not molested; 
encountered much rain, sleet and snow on the 
other end of the roads; was lost two davs in a 
snow storm at South pass, and laid by at Laramie 
three days; from there encountered much snow 
before he reached Patterson ranch. 

Met two outgoing mails, one at Independence 
rock and the other at O’F.allon’s bluff, on the 
South Platte Mr. R. will return with dispatches, 
leaving Fort Leavenworth on Saturday, next.

Washington, Dec. 12. 

The object of Sir W m. Gore’s mission will not 
be specifically communicated to the State De- 
partment until llie opinion of her majesty’s gov 
ernment relative to that part of the President’s 
message concerning Central America shall have 
been ascertained. 

More than j^l00,000 have been distributed by 
the Sergant-at-Arms in part payment of the mile 
age due the members of Congress. 

It is contemplated, during the coming week, to 
pass a resolution to pay the arrearages of the 
salaries of members from the 4th of .March last, 
now, instead of waiting until the end of the ses- 
sion. About $600,000 will be required for this 
purpose. 

The New Orleans papers brought by the 
Southern mail contain later dates from Northern 
Mexico. 

An unsuccessful attempt had been made at 
Tampico to assassinate Gen. Moreno and sev- 
eral officers of the city authorities during a ban- 
quet on the 15th ult. Don. Valdeman, the lead 
er of the ossa.ssins, was killed. 

The bark Seraphine, from San Juan for New 
York, lost her spars in a recent gale, and was 
coming up the river to New Orleans for repairs. 
She was leaking badly. 

A ship with a cargo of lumber was seen water 
logged, lat. 38, long. 74, supposed to be the 
Floating Zephyr, of Boston. 

Washington, Dec. 12. 

The correspondent of the Tribune says Speak- 
er Orr has changed his programme in part. .Mr. 
Clingman will probably be Chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, and J. Glancy 
Jones of the committee on Ways and Means. 
Cochrane and Kelly, of New Y'ork, will be placed; 
the former will be at the head of the committee 
on Commerce. 

The statement that the Treasury had actually 
suspended payment, is not substantiated. The 
Secretary requested the requisitions of disburs- 
ing officers to lie over till the advances already 
made are exhausted. This became necessary 
from the restricted condition of his means. 

Washington, Dec. 11. 

The nomination of Col. Richardson asGovern- 
orof Nebraska was to-day confirmed by the Sen- 
ate. 

Gen. Denver, appointed as the Secretary of the 
State of Kansas, was confirmed by twentv nine 
Democratic votes for, and nineteen Republicans 
against. 



The Herald's correspondent says, with refer 
ence to Gen. Denver’s confirmation. Senator 
Douglas led off with a speech in opposition to the 
confirmation, and was followed by Seward, Hale, 
Trumbull and Doolittle, while on the Democratic 
side the action of the Administration was sus- 
tained by Slidell, .Mason, Benjamin, Bigler and 
others. Douglas left just before the vote was 
taken. 

Senators Gwin and Pugh spoke on the subject 
in an equivocal manner, but finally sustained the 
Administration. 

Douglas carried but one Democratic Senator 
with him, viz: Broderick, of California.

WiiERKAS, resoiiuions from the Legislature of 
the State of Ohio, and from other superannuated 
sources, touching the question ol slavery, have 
been fiirwarded lo the (Jovernor of Kentucky, 
and by him laid before this Legislature, wliichin 
our opinion is an unconstitutionai and (aiiatical 
intorfer<*nce willi <)ur domestic institutions — 
therefore 

Resolred by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky. That the Governor of this 
Commonwealth he requested to return the sai<l 
resolutions to the source from whence lliey came, 
with his oftieial endorsement thereon, asking in 
the name of Kentucky, that hereafter these 
Suites respi-eiively k«op within tlieir own juris 
diction such rcsolulioii?' and such doctrines, and 
cease their unwarranted interference with the do- 
mestic institutions of Kentucky. 

Mr .M AT rHEWj^ClN moved to strike out 
the word ■‘superiinnualed*': lost. 

A motion to refer to the committee on Federal 
Relations was also neg.itived. 

dr. FI.'>K moved, as an amendrnfent, an ad 
ditional resolution, ihalt he Governor bo requested 
to return hereafter any similar resolulions lo tlie 
source Iroin whence they come, without commu- 
nicating them to the Legislature: adopted. 

Tlie resolulions as amended w'erc llieii ununi 
moudy adopted, all the Senators but Mr. Ripley 
being present. 

Unquestionably whenever Northern States in- 
terfere in their sovereign capacity with the do- 
mestic institutions of Kentucky, they should be 
reproved for such ofiiciousness in the most 
prompt and decisive, hut at the same time in a 
dignified manner. When the Legislature ol 
Kentucky adopt resolutions and forward them lo 
our sister States, they do not speak in their indi- 
vidual capacity, hut their voice becomes the 
voice of the sovereign Slate of Kentucky and is 
Supreme. And it ill-becomes any sovereign and 
Supreme being or body to use epithets^ no mat 
tor how great may he the provocation. It is 
hardly the proper manner to rebuke o0icious im- 
pertinence and fanatical intermeddling by abusing 
the meddlers in what does not concern them. And 
there are few persons who will not agree with us 
in thiilking that the Senate of Kentucky rather 
departed from that elevated decorum which 
should always characterize so august a body, by 
condescending to indulge in what is vulgarly 
called slang-whanging, with the Legislatures of 
other States. Apart from the impropriety of 
using any epithet whatever, the word superannu- 
ated applied to Ohio, the third State in the 
Union, and others of the most brilliant of the 
galaxy of stars, which we pray God may never be 
lessened, but rather that they may move on in 
their shining pathway across the heavens, all 
glowing the more brightly on account of age and 
by the light which each reflects upon the others, 
every star fixed in its sphere, ages after each one 
of us now living has ceased to breathe— such a 
word, we say, applied to such States, is flat and 
meaningless, and is expressive of just simply 
nothing: or, if it is intended to mean anything, 
is vorv inappropriately used in this connection. 
We submit, that for Kentucky to speak of some 
of the most wealthy, intelligent, and enterprizing 
States in the Union, and especially of the State 
of Ohio, which was admitted into the Union some 
years after Kentucky was, but which has far 
out-stripped her in the accumulation of wealth 
and in the increase of population, as super- 
annuated, (i. e. disqualified by reason of old 
aye) is exceedingly ridiculous. If the Leg- 
islature of Kentucky wishes to be splenetic 
at all, by all means let them express their 
wrath in appropriate terms, and not in this absurd 
inauner. We do most earnestly hope that the 
House of Kopresentatives will strike out this in- 
appropriate and meaningless word, and substitute 
something in its place which will express the true 
sentiments of the people in regard to such un- 
warranted interference with our institutions on 
the part of Nofthcni States. But few Kentucki- 
ai)'< would thank the assembled wistlom for mak- 
ing a laughing stock of our beloved State, and 
subjecting her to the ridicule of fanatical Aboli- 
tionists. 

— We have thus far neglected 
lo notice this occasion so important to all who 
love gayety, or the dknee. The first Grand Ball 
given bv the Assembly Ball Club, composed 
of the gentlemen of Frankfort, will come off on 
to-TOorrow (Wednesday) night It is hardly neces- 
sary to de.scribe the char.actor of these Balls to any 
one who has ever passed a winter in Frankfort.

authorities disproves many of Ids premises. We 
recommend a careful perusal of the article to the 
Legislature of Kentucky: 

The Trea-<iiry and the Currency. 

As the President makes these topics the first in 
his message, it is quite proper that they should 
be scrutinized closely. 

The financial doctrine of the President is: 

J . 'i'liai the expansion and contraction of paper 
money causes commercial convulsions. 

'.I 'I'hat this evil is to bo remedied either by re 
ducing the proportion of paper, or greatly enlarg- 
ing tliatof coin. 

if the President, instead of speaking specifically 
of banks and bank paper, had stated the proposi- 
tion in general icnus that an increase of the cir- 
culatiny medium increased prices, and the sudden 
inflation and contraction of that medium occa 
sioned commercial shocks and disasters, he w ould 
have stated a principle, recognized by all political 
fconoinisis But bv confining it to paper only, 
when tlie cuirency is mixed ut paper and gold, he 
lias made a blunder w hich no state.sman should 
coiiiinit riiis error, in }>oint of fad, is so obvious 
that il cun be seen and deiuonsirated by any one 
who lias access to the financial documents of the 
country. In order that wc may state his proposi- 
tion correctly, we give it in his uwu woixis: 

•‘It IS this paper system of extravagant expau 
Sion raising the nominal price of every article far 
bevond its real value, when compared with the 
cost ol similar articles in countries whose circu- 
lation is wisely regulated, which has prevented 
u^^ Irom competing in our own markets with for- 
eign manufacturers, has produced extravagant 
iiuporulions, and has counteracted the etl'ecC ol' 
the large incidental protection afl'orded lo our 
domestic manufactures by the present revenue 
larifl'.’' 

The "paper system,** be says, raises the “iiom 
inal price” of every thing beyond its real value. 
Paper^ then, Mr. Buchanan says, is the cause of 
all lliis dilficultv- in order to siiow how his 
mind acted, and that it is banks and paper that 
he has only in his view, we give another extract: 
“Whilst in the year lc>4cj their specie iu pro- 
portion to their capital was more than equal to 
one dollar for four and a half, iu 1^57 it does nut 
amount to one dollar for every six dollars and 
thirty throe cents of iheir capital, lu the year 
IB4J^ the specie was equal, within a very small 
Iraetion. lu one in five of their circulation and 
deposits; in lr<47 it is not equal lo one dollar in 
seven and a half of their circulation and depos 
its.” 



If paper money was the only currency, and 
paper credit, only, to be had of banks, his theory 
would be true; but, as there an* other elements 
ol currency and credit greater than either of 
tliese, it is simply a blunder, with but a small 
portion of truih, as its basis. We shall demon- 
strate this briefly and irrelutubly. 

t aking the epochs chosen by .Mr. B., viz.: 184’^ 
and lajl, we give below the aggregate of paper 
and tlie aggregate of coin iu the country at each 
period:

1 hese aggregates are taken from the most au 
thentic returns tlie 'JVeasury Department can ob- 
tain. They rest on the same authority with the 
statemeuls of the Pre.sideiit. The results stated, 
ill the most direct form, are these: 

Firsty That the entire currency of the country 
has nearly doubUd in nine years. 

Secondly^ That of the w hole increase, a little 
morethan one-third is in paper, and nearly two 
thirds in coin. 

When Mr. Buchanan says that the expansion 
of the currency, and therefore of “nominal 
prices,” is due to u "paper system,*’ he states 
w hat is not true. Much more than half the en- 
tire eflect is due to his beloved gold, whose influx 
into the United States in large amounts has ex- 
panded the cun cncy and expanded prices. 

But this is uot the only point on which Mr. 
Buchanan is very unfair. He charges the bauks 
with the whole amount of their circulation, and 
dues not credit tUem with the amount of notes 
on hand, which in the aggregate make many mil 
lions. 

Here wc leave, for the present, the bank state- 
tuents of the President. His crude and inaccu- 
rate assertions can serve no useful purpose, but to 
show the tendency of his own mind. He is uu 
doubtcdly in favor of hard money, derived from 
some clear conceptions of financial principles. 

Id the same way he has no clear idea of the re- 
lations of our currency and prices, to the “other 
countries” of which he speaks. What countries 
are they in which circulation and prices are 
“wisely regulated” in coinparisou with our own? 
For the last throe months Austria has been con 
vulscd with a financial “crisis** more severe than 
our own. England is now convulsed. France is 
trembling in all her joints. Coin is scarce iu Rus- 
sia. The great cities of Germany are filled with 
iiLsolvcucies. Where are those countries, which 
are rejoicing hi “wisely regulated” currencies? 
None such exist and as to the idea of reducing 
American labor, by introducing hard money, it is 
as impracticable as it is uup.itiiotic. 

Wc come now to the state of the Treasury. — 
The President begins his message with intimating 
the necessity of a loan, and ends it by recommend- 
ing Treasury Katest This is not the only contra- 
diction in that document, nor the mostimportaut. 
The Secretary of the Treasury thinks he will 
have $36,000,00(1 (thatis $12,000,000 per quar- 
ter,) m the last three quarters of the financial 
year. He may, but it docs not look like it now; 
and if he docs, how can he get along with the 
Mormon war on his hands? lu truth, the condi- 
tion of the Treasm^’, at present, is rather gloomy, 
and ihc olfice of Secretary by no means a sinecure. 
He must appear before the world, as a Hard 
.Money man. and carry a batch of Treasury 
Notes ill his hands as credentials! He must pro- 
vide for a war, and cut ofl* his expenditures. It 
is extremely doubtful, whether Mr Cobb will 
gain any new laurels, or advance his steps toward 
the Presidency.

Report of the Secretary of War. 

Secretary Floyd’s annual report has the rare 
merit of brevity. 

Actual strength of the army as now posted, 17,- 
984 men — not enough, tlieSecretary says, to pro- 
tect our immense territory — nor to keep open for 
the emigrants the various lines of communication 
with our posse-^sions on the Pacific. 

Five additional regiments would meet the exi- 
gencies of the present. A liiieol posts running 
parallel with our frontiers, but near to the Indi 
ans’ usual habitations, placed at convenient dis- 
tancv<. would insure sufficient protection Large 
bodies ol horse are also required. 

During tlie past year the army has seen ac- 
tive service against the Indians in Florida. Their 
presence has al.so been necessary in K;insas, and 
now in Utah. The state of affairs in that region 
occupies several pages of the Secretary’s report 
— in the main, but a rehersal of facts already fa- 
miliar to the public. 

Attention is then invited to various defects iu 
the organization of the army. 

Much has been said as to tlie propriety of sep- 
aiatiug the purchase of stores and supplies, and 
all moneyed accountability, from the officers 
proper of the army. 

This sy.stem has been adopted in France, but 
is objected lo as giving to the civil officers thus 
employed an immunity from military control, 
injurious if not fatal to the interests of tiie service 
This objection would be fully met by providing 
that this class of officers, without receiving mili 
tary rank or being entitled to command, should he 
amriu.ble to military tribunals, and thus act under 
the same responsibility that the disbursing officer 
now docs. 

ii is certain that an officer looking forward to 
miliutry advancement and fame is tempted to in- 
cur risks on the field of battle, the fatal issue of 
which might ruin his family, and some of his 
friends, and his own reputation, through the dis 
order which his sudden death might bring into 
his pecuniary affairs. 

rhese pro|)osed changes would restore our mil- 
tary system to that simplicity which would ren- 
der such amendments as experience might re- 
commend easy and well adapted to existing cir- 
cumstances. 

I concur vviih my predecessor in other propos 
ed ameliorations, and especially in preparing for 
infirm and disabled officers a competent and tran- 
quil retreat, and for the unworthy a substantial 
dl.-^rnissal from the service; thus securing that 
efficiency of the army which will entitle it to full 
respect from the countrN, and which the country 
have a right to demaml 

.Military roads to the Pacific are urged. Stock 
ade posts would not require a very large force to 
mainUin them 

The troops have extended valuable assistance 
lo the explorations and surveys beyond the 
waters of the Upper Missotiri — and on t^ie Col 
orado. 

A national foundery is recommended. 
f^Tlie national defences on the Atlantic coast 
are advancing toward completion. 

New York, the great heart ol commerce on 
this continent, where more and greater interest 
concentrates than to any point on our Atlantic 
coast, may he considered a.s impregnable from 
any attaek from the sea when the fortifications 
now in progress shall be finished. Tlie fortifica 
lions will be better, the guns heavier and more 
numerous than those of Sebastopol. 

The sums expended in the Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral’s Bureau are extremely large, hut the du- 
ties performed arc very great, and the necessities 
for the payment immense sums of money in 
this department seem unavoidable. This vast 
expenditure will cease to be a matter of surprise 
to any one who, with proper information, reflects 
fully upon the extent and character of the coun- 
try over which our military operations are con 
ducted 

Our territory lying between the Mississippi 
river, and the Pacific ocean is about 1,200 miles 
in length, from north to south; its breadth from 
east to west, in lat. -19 deg, is l,«S00 miles; in lat. 
3H ileg, 1,800 miles; and in hit. .32 deg, L.'SOO 
miles; the area being about 2,000,0011 square 
miles. 

One of* these defects is the Independent char- 
acter ol the staff corps, another i-* 4he nncerUin 
and ill defined rights of brevet rank. We have 
adopted the word, but not its signification, from 
the English rule, and applied it to circumstances 
not coniemp|uU‘d or existing when first esUb- 
lished. 

We have retained another fault, abandoned, at 
least practically, in almost every service among 
civilized nations, even the most aristocratic and 
monarchical. This is promotion by seniority. Age 
and experience should bring excellence; but the 
test lies in the actual possession of the latter, 
and not merclv in the circumstances which it is 
as.-»umed should produce it. 

I'o correct these and other evils, I would urge 
so to provide by law for the construction of the 
regiments of horse, artillery, and infantry as to 
approach them, as far as our circumstances re- 
quire, to the practice of all nations long experi- 
enced in war, and so as to admit their contrac 
tion for peace and their re expansion iu war with 
out altering this basis. 

This can be done without any increase of offi- 
cers or men, or augmentation of expense, by 
merely arranging those already in service and 
the companies of each corps to suit the end pro- 
posed. 

Fine Tobacco. — We have at our office some 
specimens of very tine tobacco raised in Bracken 
county, by Mr. Laban J. Bradford, the Repre- 
sentative from Bracken iu the last Legislature. 
I'he tobacco was grown from seed brought from 
Maryland, and we are told that it is of a very su 
perior quality.
